Thus it appears that this strong force is 
only able to bold its own, owing tu the 
altered tactics of the enemy, ."-sir 
Frederick Carrington admits that he 
needs more troops, but he is unable to 
feed or transport them, owing to the 
prevalence of the rinderpest.

All Save the Medical Evidence Now In—

Accused a Very Bad Name. 

All save tlie inedlcar testimony has 
now been recordpd in tfie police court 
luise of .Tosepli Go88 alias Rangenler, held 
tor stabbing and woimditig Edmond 
Christol, his lamllord.

THE RIVAL HORSEFLYS. 

A Question of Water Rights Between Two 
Companieti of the Same Name. 

(From the B. 0. Mining Journal.) 

R. T. Ward, general manager of the 
Horsefly liydraulic mine, came down 
this week, bringing with hini several 
men who have been in his employ, fit- 
ting up the pipe, hydraulic elevators, 
etc. .\s predicted snnie months ago, tliB 
([uestion oi water riiibts has arisen be 
t !^■een the two lb irsetly mines, eacli claiin- 
ing to have the jirior riijlit to "J.Ohl) 
inches of water out of Mus.'^el creek. 
This (treek is now llowing ut the rate oi 
about 2.000 inches, and of this amount 
the 1 torselly uses l,iK)0 inches. There 
are as reservoirs three lakes, one four 
miles long, one ei^ht and one nine miles, 
which with proper dams would hold 
back abundance iii water lor both mine 
for the season. Each company thinks 
it the duty of the other to do this reser- 
voiriug, but as the Hobson mine haspos 
session of the water his company has tin 
best of it at present. Mr. Ward is on his 
way to Vicioria to ask for an injunction 
restraining the Horsefly Hydraulic 
Comi)any from taking out llie water 
of the creek before it reaches his com- 
pany's ditch hea<l, wdiich is about 50,) 
yards below the head gale of the Horse- 
by hydraulic. He will also sue for dam- 
ages. Mr. Waril says that his company 's 
nnne is now w ell eqnipped, a twn-niile 
pijie-line, two Miller and two Kv'aii- 
liydraulic elevators being set up, and 
that if water was jilenty he could make 
a gootl showing this season. It takes 
about 1,000 inches of water to run the 
elevators m one pit, which is all Mr. 
Ward intends to operate the first few 
weeks, and this amount of water will 
soon be in the creek in any case. There 
has been no shortage of water until 
about tlie "JOlli of .luly. It should begin 
t') raise again by August 'JO from the fall 
rains. Tiie height oi (^htvalion iif the 
'.'ravel at the Horsefly will be about ."lO 
I'etit wheri^ one of the lOvana elevators i 
se* across the river on the right hank 
where work will begin; the elevation of 
the gravel will be :;5 feel. The attitude 
is slightly warlike, as armed guards are 
in charge of the ditches and gates in that 
section.

He Aekuowledges the Presentation 
of an Address and Talks About 
His Policy.

lion. Mr. Liiurier replied to tlio ad- 
droEa of tlie >rayor of St. John's and tlie 
electors of the counties of St. John's and 
Iberville, as follows : 

"Ladies anu Gentlemek: It is be- 
fore all else a pleasare for me to offer 
you my most sincere thanks for the 
Bentinients expressed in this addresB, 
and for the manner in wliich you have 
been good enough to receive theiu. I 
do not flatter myself that there is not a 
litUeof the exaggeration of friendship in 
this address; but I am not surprised, 
nevertheless, when I remember that 1 
am treading the soil wliiub patriots have 
trod, and tiiat the county has ever been, 
not only since confederation, l)ut since 
ISSV, the l)uhvark of tlie popular cause. 
{Cheers.) Tlie I'ause of Die people has 
now won a lii-illiaiit triuniiih throuj;h- 
out this brciad-.l 'oniiuioa of Claiuula. 1 
(1(5 not attribute to myself the merit 
of this victiii-y. It is due to the Liberal 
population of this country; it is due to 
tlie valiant lieutenants I h:ive with nie, 
and esjiecially to our fiiiiids of the 
Conservative party, who, without cliani:- 
ing their jirincijiles, found that their 
duty as citizens was to depart from party 
tradition and ally themselves with a 
jiarty which f;ave tiiem at least a guar- 
antee of moderation. 

" When I arrived in Ottawa I found 
that the post of senator for the division 
of Delorimier was vacant. It was not 
vacant because our friends had not 
wished to fill it, but it was vacant for 
reasons which I do not wieh to discuss 
to-day, but wliich we may discuss on the 
iloor of the Honeo of Commona before 
loui;. r gave the place to ray old friend, 
Mr. Becliard, who has sat in parliament 
eince ISiiT, with whom I have sat myself 
since 1S74. I intended that, if the op- 
])ortnnity was ever j/iven ine, Mr. lie- 
chard was the first man to whom ] 
would ofi'er a senatorship, and I have 
been able to carry out my intention. 

" Now, you speak of the victory which 
wo have gained ; it is a great victory; 
Init the greatest victory is never gaiiieii 
except at the coat of certain sacrilices. 
One of those aacriliceg was the di^feat of 
Mr. Tarle. 1 am wrong when I say ' de- 
feat,' for Mr. Tarte was never defeated ; 
but that victory was taken from him by 
illegal and illicit methods. If there is a 
man whom I wanted for a colleague it 
is Mr. Tarte, and I wished to have him 
for a colleague. 1 cannot do better than 
address yoi;, my old electors of St. 
John's and Iljervillo, and ask you not U) 
elect him by an immense majority, but 
to ele('t him by acclamation. iMr. 
Becharil lias cijmpared Mr. Tarte to St. 
Paul. That ia an ambitious coiiipailsou, 
no doubt, but not au unjust one. Mr. 
Tarte comiiKUiccd hi.s jiolilical career 
by persecuting the llhristians. 1 
was one of the Christiana whom he 
persecuted, (i^angliter.) Ho dealt nie 
some hard blows. 1 bear the marks yet. 
Yes, I found .Mr. Tarte a good fighter. 
1 would ruther have liini with me than 
against me. If the lileua liave lost him, 
it is their own fault. Mr. Tarte left 
their party on the day that he found he 
could no longer march in the ranks aide 
by side with men like Sir Hector Lange- 
vin, Connolly and McGreevy. 1 ask you 
to Hive Mr. Tarte the nnauimons support 
of your county and to send him to repre- 
sent your cimnty as Minister of I'ublic 
\Vorlis.'' Cheers. 

" You say in tlie address that I have 
formed a stronp Cabinet. I tluuik you 
for the compliment and accept it. The 
present Administration can stand l oin- 
parison with any administration. There 
has not been such an Administratiim in 
Canada since 1867. For the moderation 
and talent of its members — I speak not 
of myself — I need onlj' mention Sir 
Oliver Mowat, who, to settle a great 
(luestinii, lias consented to serve as .sec- 
ond ill tb(; ranks, to aid me in rendering 
justice to whom justi('e is due. Then 
we have Sir Micliard Cartwriglit. It 
was expected that h>? would be .Minister 
of l''inaiice ; but, fnHii ))ersiinal r('a^-.)ns, 
of which 1 shall not speak to-day riut of 
which be will sjieak himself bcldrc Nuur, 
he preferred the post of Minisleriif 
Trade and Commerce. Then we have 
Mr. Uavies, ex-rrime Minister of I'rince 
K Iward Island ; We have Mr. Fielding, 
who resigned liia noat of Prime Minister 
of Nova Scotia to join my governnieut, 
and Mr. Blair, who resigned a similar 
post in New BrunswicK. As to my 
friend, Mr. Tarte, you know bim. As 
to my friends of the ]>rovince of (.Jue- 
bec, you know them ; Sir Henri Joly de 
l.otbiniere. " Our .M r. .loly " (cheers) — 
his is an illust ri' ui.-' name. .Mr. Fitz- 
jiatrii'k is a y(jung advocate of talent 
of wlioui you will hear soon. Mr. Mslier 
is a practical farmer ; Mr. .Mulm k, .Mr. 
I'aterfiou, are well-known men. 1 could 
go through the whole list. Ivtcli of the 
names is a guarantee of peace, harmony 
and prosperity for the country. There 
is one name with which I shall conclude. 
It is tliat of Mr. Uobell. I was asked 
why 1 took .Mr. Dobell. 

" He is an old Constu-vative. (ientle- 
men, in the Liberal party, as in the 
kingdom of lieaveu, those who come at 
the eleventh hour are treated on the 
same footing as those who came at the 
first. The moment they work aa they 
should work they are admitted to an 
e(]ual footing with their fellow-workers. 
Mr. Dobell is a great Canadian, a great 
business man, and it is my desire that 
the Laurier administration shall he 
known as an administration and a gov- 
ernment of busineuH men. 

It ia said that we are not united ; that 
wo have too many ministers. Tlie l.iw 
obliges us to have so many porlfijlios. 
but before long I lio|)o to reorgaui/.e the 
ministry with a view to economy. 

"Another reproach ia that my pro- 
gramme is not defined. Gentlemen, on 
that point it is easy to satisfy my oppon- 
ents curiosity. The programme of the 
Liberal party in power is exact I v the 
same as the programme of the Libi-ral 
party in opposition. Nothing more, 
nothing less. Wliat wo advocated in 
op|)osition wo shall put into practice

On that point I am ready to speak. 
I have declared, while in opposition, and

established indastries and to lighten the 
burden of taxation.

I know it, and I am proud 
of it; but I know my province 
and I know that the jirovinco of tjueliec 
wishes no ono to dominate over 
her, but neither does she wish todo- 
luinate over any other. What she wants 
is equal justice, equal rights, for all, and 
1 speak in the name of the Province of 
Quebec when I say that she will never 
abase her influence, but will use it to do

It ia measured not by .acres, but by mil- 
lions of acres. We have wherewith to 
give homes to millions of men. 

" The Northwest has not increased, as 
wi'. wore promised it should, although 
our debt has increased. The intereaton 
our debt now aiiioiints to ten niilliona a 
year, a i}uarter of the revenue of the 
country; twenty-live thousand doilara' 
[ler clay which the I'lnaiice .Minist;^r i.a 
obliged to take from your pockets, if 
the i)0pulati(jii i3d(juble(l the burden of 
the (kdit will bo halved, and therefme 
we must devote s)>ecial care to the de- 
velopment of the Northwest to bring 
thither a good farming population. 

" There is another article. It refers 
to the relations between Canada and 
Britain.
